G.S.R. 788.—Tn exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to article 309 read with clause (5J of article 148 of 
the Constitution and after consultation with Comptroller and 
Auditor-General in relation to the persons serving in the 
Indian Audit and Accounts Department, the President hereby 
makes the following rules further to amend the Central 
Civil Services (Leave) Rules, 1972, namely *— 

1. (.1) These rules may be called !he Central Civil Ser¬ 
vices (Leave) (Second Amendment) Rules, 1984. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publi¬ 
cation in the official Gazette. 

2. In the Central Civil Services (Leave) Rules, 1972, 

(1) for rule 28 the following rule shall be substituted, 
namely :— 

‘28. Earned leave for persons serving in Vacation De¬ 
partments ’ 
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(1) (a) The leave account of a teacher, principal, head¬ 
master. librarian, laboratory assistant or a waterman working 
in a school shall be credited in advance with Earned leave 
in two instalments of five days each on the first day of 
January and July, of every calendar year. 

(b) If a teacher, principal, headmaster, librarian. Labora¬ 
tory Assistant or a waterman working m a school has avail¬ 
ed of extraordinary leave and/or some period of absence has 
been treated as dies-non during a half year the credit to be 
afforded to his leave account at tho commencement of the 
next half year shall be reduced by 1 /30th of the period of 
such leave and/or dies-non subject to a maximum of 5 days. 

(c) The credit for the half year in which a teacher, prin:i- 
pal, headmaster, librarian. Laboratory Assistant or a water¬ 
man working in a school is appointed/,'eases to be in service 
shall be allowed at the rate of 5/6tb day for each completed 
month of service which he had rendered or is likely to render 
in the half year in which he is appointed/ccases to be in 
service. 

(2) Subject to provisions of sub-rule (1), a Government 
servant (other than a military officer) serving in a Vacation 
Department shall not be entitled to any earned leave in res¬ 
pect of duty performed in any year in which he avails him¬ 
self of the full vacation. 

(3) (a) In respect of any year in which a Government 
servant avails himself of a portion of the vacation he shall 
be entitled to earned leave in such proportion of 30 days 
or 45 days when governed by the Exception to sub-rule (1) 
of rule 26, as the number of days of vacation not taken bears 
to the full vacation : 

Provided that no such leave shall be admissible to a Gov¬ 
ernment servant not in permanent employ or quasi-permanent 
employ in respect of the first year of his service. 

(b) If, in any year, the Government servant does not 
avail himself of any vacation, earned leave shall be admissi¬ 
ble to him in respect of that year under rule 26, 

Explanation.—For the purposes of this ride, the term ‘year’ 
shall be construed not as meaning a calendar year in which 
duty is performed but as meaning twolvo months of actual 
duty in a vacation Department. 

Note 1.—A Government servant entitled to vacation shall 
bo considered to have availed himself of a vacation or a 


portion of a vacation unless he has been required by gene¬ 
ral or special order of a higher authority to forego such vaca¬ 
tion or porlion of a vacation: 

Provided that if he has been prevented by such order from 
enjoying more than fifteen days of the vacation, he shall be 
considered to have ax ailed himself of no portion of the vaca¬ 
tion. 

Note 2.—When a Government servant serving in a Vacation 
Department proceeds on leave before completing a full year 
of duty, the earned leave admissible to him shall be calcu'at- 
ed not with reference to the vacations which fall during the 
period of actual duty rendered before proceedng on leive 
but with reference to the vacation that fail during the year 
commencing from the date on which he completed the previ¬ 
ous year of duty. 

Note 3.—In the case of a teacher, principal, headmaster, 
librarian, laboiatory assistant or a waterman, working in a' 
school the earned leave, if any, admissible under sub-rule (3) 
will be in addition to the earned leave admissible under 
sub-rule (2). 

(4) Vacation may be taken in combination with or in con¬ 
tinuation of any kind of leave under these rules : 

Provided that the total duration of vacation and earned 
leave taken in conjunction, whether the earned leave is taken 
in combination with or in continuation of other leave or not, 
shall not exceed the amount of earned leave due and ad¬ 
missible to the Government servant at a time under rule 26. 

(5) The earned leave under this rule at the credit of a 
Government servant at the close of the previous half year shall 
be carried forward to the next half year, subject to the condi¬ 
tion that the leave so carried forward plus the credit for the 
half year do not exceed the maximum limit of 180 days. 

(ii) In rule 29 in sub-rule (I) for the brackets and 
words (other than Military Officer) the brackets 
and words (other than Military Officer) and those 
covered by rule 28(1).

G.S.R. 810.—In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to article 309 of the Consthution and in supersession 
Of the Government of India Press, New Delhi, Inspectors

1, Short title.—These rules may be called the “Rules for 
F.xecution and Authentication of documents 1984’’ relating 
to the Loan Agreement dated the 5th July, 1984 with De 
Nederlandse Investerings bank Voor Ontwikkelingsland N.V., 
established at The Hague, The Netherlands for an amount 
of Hfl. 57,000,000.00 (Netherlands Guilders Fifty seven 
million). 

2, All documents necessary to be executed in exercise of 
fhe executive power of the Union in connection with the 
performance of the Loan Agreement dated the 5th July 1984 
with De Nederlandse Investeringsbauk Voor Onwikkelings- 
landcn N, V. (The Netherlands Investment Bank for Develop¬ 
ing Countries) established at The Hague, The Netherlands for 
a credit of Netherlands Guilders 57,000,000.00 (Netherlands 
Guilders Fifty seven million) shall be executed and authen¬ 
ticated on behalf of the President by any of the Officer® 
specified below 

(i) Joint Secretary, Director, Deputy Secretary, Under 
Secretary to the Government of India or Deputy 
Director in the Ministry of Finance, Department 
of Economic Affairs. 

(ii) Ambassador or Charge D’ Affairs of India in the 
Netherlands or the First Secretary to the Embassy 
of India in the Netherlands. 

(ill) Controller of Aid Accounts & Audit and Senior 
Accounts Officer, in the Ministry of Finance, 
Department of Economic Affairs.
